Can My 17-Year- 
Old Nephew 
ParticipateIn §& 
Youth Waterfowl & 
Hunting Days? 


Youth Waterfowl Hunt 

Q: Can my 17-year-old nephew partici- 
pate in the upcoming Youth Waterfowl 
Hunting Days, Feb. 5-6? 

A: Yes! Federal regulations allow li- 
censed hunters 17 years old or younger 
to participate in these post-season youth 
waterfowl hunts offered in most, but not 
all, parts of the state. All hunters need a 
current Harvest Information Program 
(HIP) Validation as well. Hunters 16 years 
old and older will need a signed federal 
duck stamp (an electronic stamp option 
is available) with their hunting license, 
per federal regulations and California 
Code of Regulations (CCR), Title 14, sec- 
tion 509(c). 

Young hunters who are no longer 
eligible for a California Junior Hunting 
License will need a California Duck 
Validation. If your nephew is planning 
to hunt at one of the public Type A or B 
state-operated wildlife areas or federal 
wildlife refuges, he will need the ap- 
propriate Type A or B area pass. Junior 
Hunting License holders do not need the 
California Duck Validation and are ex- 
empt from having to purchase a wildlife 
area pass to hunt these public wetlands. 

Lastly, even as a 17 year old hunting 
under a valid adult California hunting 
license, your nephew will need to be ac- 
companied by a non-hunting adult 18 or 
older during these post-season youth wa- 
terfowl hunts. These hunts are intended 
to be mentoring opportunities for young 
hunters — which also gives you and your 
nephew a great opportunity to have a

memorable time together in the outdoors. 
We're sure he will appreciate the help and 
the company.

Archery and Crossbow 

Q: There used to be a regulation that 
defined the minimum strength of a hunt- 
ing bow as a bow that could cast an arrow 
at a certain distance. That regulation 
changed, right? Is there a minimum draw 
weight for taking big game with a bow 
and/or a crossbow? 

A: Yes, the regulation you referred to 
was updated by the California Fish and 
Game Commission. The current regula- 
tion states: It is unlawful to use any bow 
or crossbow without a draw weight of at 
least 30 pounds for a bow or 125 pounds 
for a crossbow.(CCR, Title 14, section 
354(f)). 


Gold Panning 

Q: Is recreational gold panning allowed 
in creeks of the Spenceville Wildlife Area 
east of Marysville? 

A: No. Recreational gold mining or 
panning is not allowed on any CDFW 
owned lands. CCR, Title 14, section 550(g) 
(3) states: Except for the take of fish and/ 
or wildlife in compliance with general 
and site-specific hunting and fishing 
regulations, or under written authoriza- 
tion from the department to conduct en- 
vironmental research or environmental 
education, no visitor shall cut, saw, trim, 
remove or disturb any plant, mammal,

fish, mollusk, crustacean, amphibian, 
reptile, soil, sand, gravel, rock, mineral or 
any other form of plant or animal life on 
department land, except that non-woody 
vegetation may be cut and used for tem- 
porary hunting blinds. 


Interstate Agreement 

Q: What is the Interstate Wildlife 
Violator Compact? 

A: The Interstate Wildlife Violator 
Compact (IWVC) is an agreement be- 
tween 47 states which allows for the re- 
ciprocal recognition of hunting and fish- 
ing license suspensions. If your license 
privileges have been suspended by an- 
other state, the suspension may be recog- 
nized here in California. For example, if 
your sport fishing or hunting privileges 
have been suspended in Colorado for five 
years, your privileges may also be sus- 
pended for five years in California or any 
of the states participating in the IWVC. 
The purchase of licenses or tags during 
the term of the suspension is a violation 
of the law and may result in prosecu- 
tion. Licenses or tags purchased prior to 
or during a suspension are not refund- 
able. Information on member states can 
be found on the National Association of 
Conservation Law Enforcement Chiefs 
website. 

Over the years, CDFW has received 
occasional calls from hunters or fishers 
wondering why they were not allowed to 
purchase a hunting or fishing license at 
a California vendor. A common reason 
is that they have an unpaid citation in 
another state for something as simple as 
fishing without a license. That failure to 
take care of the fishing without a license 
citation would put them in the IWVC, 
which would prohibit them from purchas- 
ing a fishing license in California or any 
of the other participating 46 states until 
it is handled per the direction of the out- 
of-state court.

even if they may not be the most exciting 
projects. Go for lasting impacts rather 
than cosmetic fixes. Repairing a leaky 
roof or crumbling foundation may not 
be as dreamy as creating a chef’s kitch- 
en, but it’s important to make sure the 
projects you elect to do sooner set you 
up for success — and improved home 
values — later. 

Beyond critical repairs, the survey 
found the most popular projects home- 
owners planned this year include kitch- 
en (38 percent) and bathroom remodels 
(32 percent).

Grow a Few Vegetables 
indoors this Winter 


LIMITED OUTDOOR GROWING space or 
cold winters may have you missing fresh 
homegrown vegetables. Make this the 
winter you try growing a few vegetables 
in a sunny window or under artificial 
lights. 

Greens are one of the easiest to grow 
indoors. Most leafy vegetables tolerate 
the lower light indoors, require minimal 
space and prefer cool temperatures. 

Select a container with drainage holes 
that will fit near a sunny window or un- 
der an artificial light set up. Keep the 
artificial lights about six inches above 
the top of these and other plants. Fill the 
container with a well-drained potting 
mix and sprinkle seeds of your favor- 
ite leafy greens over the soil surface. 
Lightly cover the seeds and moisten the 
soil. 

Remove overcrowded plants, called

thinning, to provide sufficient space for 
the remaining plants to reach full size. 
Begin harvesting the outer leaves when 
four to six inches tall. 

Extend the time between watering 
and increase success when growing 
these and other vegetables by amending 
the soil with a moisture-retaining prod- 
uct, like Wild Valley Farms’ wool pellets 
(wildvalleyfarms.com). This organic and 
sustainable product holds 20 percent of 
its weight in water and slowly releases 
moisture into the soil when needed. 

Add some crunch to your salads with 
quick maturing salad radishes. Plant 
seeds %” deep and thin to one to two 
inches apart. Use scissors to thin the 
plantings at ground level and use the 
greens to add a bit of zip to salads and 
sandwiches. 

Expand your indoor edible garden 


by growing dwarf sugar snap peas. 
These and other vegetables that you 
eat the fruit or flowers need more light. 
Supplementing natural sunlight with ar- 
tificial lights will help increase success. 

Select shorter varieties that will be 
easier to train. Patio Pride grows only 
nine to 16” tall while Sugar Ann and 
Little Marvel grow up to 18” tall. 

Plant two seeds in each three-inch 
pot or several seeds two inches apart in 
a long rectangular container. Once the 
seedlings reach two inches tall, thin the 
plantings. Leave one plant in each indi- 
vidual pot and seedlings spaced four 
inches apart in larger containers. Cut 
the extra sprouts at ground level and 
use them in salads, sandwiches and stir 
fries. 

Peas are self-fertile, so no bees are 
needed. Harvest pods when they reach 
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the size you prefer. 

Don't forget the tomatoes. These take 
longer and are a bit more challenging 
but that is the joy of gardening. Start 
your plants from seeds if transplants are 
not available. 

Consider growing one of the many 
small-scale tomato varieties that require 
less space and increase your chance of 
success. All-America Selections winners 
Patio Choice Yellow, Lizzano, Torenzo as 
well as Tiny Tim and Micro tomatoes are 
some varieties you may want to try. 

Grow small plants in one- to two-gal- 
lon pots and larger varieties in three- to 
five-gallon size containers. Water thor- 
oughly when the top few inches of soil 
begin to dry. Once flowers form, lightly 
shake the stem to aid in pollination. 

Growing vegetables indoors is a fun 
way to enjoy edible gardening year- 
round. With every planting you'll in- 
crease your overall gardening experi- 
ence and success. +
